Berlin, Nov. 29. 

Authoritative allied offi- 
cinls said today the Sovict 
declaration that East Berlin 
was no longer an occupied 
part of the city but part of 
sovereign East Germany was 
so serious a matter that it 
must be taken up at govern- 
ment level. 

Until the signature last Sep- 
tember of the Moscow trealy, 
confirming East G.rman “so- 
vereignty” In ao bilateral treaty 
with the Soviet Union, the Soviet 
goveroment had been exiremely 

ul not to tamper with the 
suius of Bertin as a fourspower 
city, the officials sald. 

Since then there had Ull now 
been nothing to changs this, 
shough the Western gov-ernmen 8 
had anileipated o declaration 
such as today's, made by the 
Soviet commundant, Major- 
General P. A. Dibrova, In an- 
swering une American provest 
against the detention of Ameri- 
can visitors by East) German 
police last Sunday. 

THE SIGNIFICANCE 

The significance of General 
Dibiova s declaration ty that it ds 
the Arst oficial Soviet statement 
abrogaling part of the wartime 
decision that Berlin be occupied 
by all four powers and divided 
Into four administrative sectors 
fur this purpose, 
The decision, evolved by the 
Allied European Advisory Com- 
mission in September 1944, and 
loler confirmed by the four gov- 
ernments, is the basis for all the 
Western powers’ rights and 
dutics in Berlin. 

By the unijateral announce- 
ment today that the Soviet 
seclor was no longer Sovict- 
occupied but “sovereign East 
German territory,” the 
Russiuns have for the first time 
denied the status of Berlin as 
o city occupied by the four 
powcrs, 


IN THE BALANCE 

The announcement thus puts 
in the balance the rights of Bri- 
ugh, French and American citi- 
zens to go {frevly into and out 
of East Berlin. In theory, for

Mr Justice J. R. Gregg donned the black cap 
at the Criminal Sessions this morning and passed 
sentence of death by hanging on Chu #'ung-lun, 27- 


year-old rattan worker, who was found guilty o1 
murdering his former lover because she went with 


-another man. 


The Jury of six men and a woman deliberated for 
about 86 minutes before returning the verdict on Chu, 
who listened impassively as His Lordship pronounced the 


sentence. 


The Jury was ¢xempted from 
fur.her service for one year. 

Chu was accused of killing 
Chak Lin-mui, 8.80 o rawan 
worker, witn a chopper while sac 
lay aslovp in a rauan workshop 
at ‘Tn hang Sai V.Mage, Kow- 
toon, in the early hours of Aug- 
ust 1, 

‘vue evidence was that ac- 
cused also killed ‘Yau Chung- 
ia}, ihe woman’s lover and a 
f.l.ow worker, while Yau slept 
. the workshop courtyard. 

Mr T. L. Yang, insizuc.ed by 
Mr D. Szeto of Brutton and Co., 
defended Chu. Mr J. Bodily, 
Crown Counsel, prosccuted, as- 
sisted by D.vis.onal Detective- 
inspector D, O'Brien. 

SUMMING UP 

In his hall-nour summing-up 
to the Jury, His Loroshlp 
stressed that it waa not for an 
uccused person iw prove his 
innocence; it was for the 
rroe.ujon oO piove Lis gilt,
